Good Auto Roads In West 

System of Provincial Trulik Roads 
Now Being Rapidly Developed 

A. W. Campbell, Dominion commis¬ 
sioner of highways, who has just re¬ 
turned to Ottawa from an inspection 
trip of roads in the western provinces 
covering some 2,000 miles of the 7,000 
miles of federal-aided roads already 
built under the Canada Highways Act, 
expressed his pleasure with the char¬ 
acter of construction. 

Mr. Campbell also voiced the opin¬ 
ion that the recent meeting of the Can¬ 
adian Good Roads convention at Ed¬ 
monton, attended by some 650 dele¬ 
gates;’'was the most successful in the 
history of the organization. 

His hope, he stated, for a proper 
connected system of provincial trunk 
roads, was being rapidly developed, 
and the connections established for 
a through trunk highway system from 
coast to coast were even more sub¬ 
stantial than the United States 
through line of r.oads. 

The tax on gasoline, said Mr. Camp¬ 
bell, was acceptable where the reve¬ 
nue was applied to road improveftient. 
This tax, from two cents per gallon to 
the United States maximum of five 
cents, might, he Thought, be accepted 
in every province with the provision 
that the receipts be entirely devoteif 
to road improvement and maintenance. 
Last year, he stated, motorists con¬ 
tributed, through payment of gasoline 
over $4,000,000 towards road im¬ 
provement. Motorists, he declared, do 
object to this or even a higher con¬ 
tribution when satisfied that the total 
tax collection on gasoline was spent

Airmen Making Experiments 


Britain To See Eclipse 

Already Getting Excited Over Next 
Year’e Big Event 

Next June the track of the total- 
eclipse of the sun will cross England 
from Southport to West Hartlepool, 
the first total eclipse path to -cross 
England since 1715 and 1724, and the 
last for at least 200 years more, ac¬ 
cording to Prof. H. T. Turner, .F.R.S., 
professor of astronomy at Oxford Uni¬ 
versity. 

The eclipse occurs on June 29 and, 
for observers in England, begins 
shortly after the sun has risen. To¬ 
tality, when the moon completely ob¬ 
scures the sun, occurs about 5.30 a.m. 
The duration of totality will be about 
25 seconds. From England the eclipse 
crosses the North Sea, and then north 
over Norway, in the northern pari 
lasting about 45 seconds. Then the 
path leaves the northern coast of Nor¬ 
way, crosses the Arctic Ocean, north¬ 
eastern Siberia, and finally the Aleu¬ 
tian Isrands, ending just south^f them, 
where the sun sets half ecljpsed. 

Most of the astronomy's who ob¬ 
serve the eclipse - for sdjentifle pur¬ 
poses will probably go to Norway to 
take advantage of the extra length of 
totality.

j Toronto.—An Ottawa staff special 
I dispatch to the Globe says, under date 
I of October 14: 

"The Dominion Government is pre¬ 
pared to subsidize to the event of $2 
per ton the shipment of another 4,000 
tons of Alberta coal to Ontario. Hon. 
Charles Stewart, Minister of Mines, Is 
in Toronto today with "reference to the 
federal government’s proposal which 
would make Alberta coal available to 
Ontario consumers at $11 per ton, plus 
$2.50 tlie local dealers’ charge for dis¬ 
tribution. The cost of the coal at the 
mines is, roughly, $4 per ton, and the 
Trelght rate to Ontario points is $9 
per ton, $2 of which the Dominion 
Government is prepared to pay. 

"The cost of distribution in Ontario 
villages is $2.50 per ton, which includes 
cartage and dealer’s profit so that the 
total cost of a ton of Alberta coal ue-
